REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Yokota et al. (US 2004/0157162) do not teach a laser engravable printing 
substrate comprising a photo-cured pattern-free product of a photosensitive 
composition, wherein the photosensitive composition comprises a compound (c) 
having at least one Si-0 bond in the molecule and having no polymerizable 
unsaturated groups in the molecule and having at least one organic compound 
selected from the group consisting of a methylstyryl group, a styryl group and a 
carbinol group. 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to modify Yokota et al. and obtain the laser 
engravable printing substrate of claim 1 of the instant application.
